Officials of the Edmonton branch of 
the Canadian Legion are indulging 
idle talk when they predict “serious re- 
sults” as a consequence of the eviction of 
servicemen's families 

It casts no stigma of unreasonable 
violence upon Canadians in the services 
to forecast trouble when the living condi- 
tions of their families are disturbed, Men 
who are serving or have served the coun- 
try are entitled to two or three funda- 
mental rights one of which is the right to 
adequate shelter for themselves, their 
wives and children. It throws no reflection 
upon their judgment, their patience or 
their patriotism when they demand that 
their rights in this regard be respected 

It is simply asking for trouble, then, to 
countenance evictions of servicemen’s 
families particularly under the present 
acute housing shortage 

It is also asking for trouble to fumble 
with and delay the start of a housing pro- 
gram which will afford a sufficient num- 
ber of houses at a rental most servicemen 
can pay. 

For while the employment of private 
enterprise to Duild houses costin De- 
tween $5,000 and $8,000 renting at $50 or 
more a month, may alleviate the housing 
‘situation for some, that solution can offer 
absolutely nothing to servicemen who re- 
quire houses renting at a rate from $18 to 
$25 a month, housing that cannot possibl) 
be built by private enterprise uncer pres- 
ent building costs because that rental rate 
would involve a large and inevitable loss 
of capital 

In other words, Mr. Isley, who for 
some reason appears to have charge of the 
housing problem, has taken not a single 
step towards the solution of providing low 
rental housing as it affects servic : 
And the only pe he can possibly 
would be to build modern low rental house 
financed on the interest-free funds of tt 
national credit, or in short, on money fr 
The Bank of Canada. 

This, then, is a question that Mr. Usley 
should seriously consider; 

If the eviction of a serviceman’s famil) 
is likely to cause trouble, what kind of 
trouble will ensue this winter when tens 
of thousands of servicemen are home 
through Mr. Ilsley’s failure to employ the

Little as we would care to endorse any 
policy of drastic press censorship, we feel 
that the American journalists are perhaps 
a trifle impatient 

It is true that what the so-called Big 
Three are discussing are matters of public 
interest. The results of their conference 
are and should be the property of every 
person in the civilized world 

But surely it 1s conceivable that while 
these results are in the making, a great 
deal of harm could be caused by prema- 
ture disclosures and half-baked specula- 
tion. 

There are phases of creation where 
privacy is prescribed. Could Michelangelo, 
for instance, have lavished his genius on 
the Sistine Chapel had his scaffold been 
crowded with representatives of the fourth 
estate? And how far would Beethoven 
have got with his Moonlight Sonata had 
half a dozen reporters been at his elbow? 

It is a delicate and difficult task upon 
which Churchill and Truman and Stalin 
are engaged. It could be ruined by specu- 
lative publicity.

REGINA—Hospital and doctor 
bills are no worry to 25,000 people 
in Saskatchewan. Old age and blind 
pensioners, parents receiving 
mother's allowances, and al! their 
dependants, they are provided with 
a completely free health service by 
the new CCF government. 

“It's wonderful,” said 81-year-old 
Robert Campbell of Regina, who 
worked as a tailor until a few years 
ago. “If we need a doctor now we 
don't have to worry about how 
much it will cost. Our ‘blue cards’ 
entitle us to the services free, If 
we need a prescription at a drug 
store, or even glasses, all we have 
to do is show our cards.” 

“That's right,” joined in kindly 
Mrs. Campbell, mother of a large 
family. “I don’t know how anyone 


living on a pension could ever find |

The declared policy of Premier 
T. C. Douglas, who is also minister 
of health, is “to provide free health 


jservices to all groups in the prov- 


ince who have no resources of their 
own from which to pay for the 
care.” 

In its program to socialize health 
the new government in its first year 
in office established three pre 


jcedents for all Canada. Saskatche- 


wan became the first province to 
provide completely free diagnosis 
and treatment of cancer, including 
surgery; the f province to pro- 
vide free penicillin to clinics and 
private doctors for the treatment of 
VD, and the first province to pro- 
vide entirely free care and treat- 
ment for mentally il! and de- 
fectives in government institutions 
The diagnosis and treatment of 
tuberculosis has been free for 15 
years, and this policy is being 
continued 

FIRST PRE-MARITAL TEST 


Saskatchewan is also the first 


province in Canada requiring a 
blood test for syphilis as part of the 
health examination of people about 
to marry. This important change 1n 
the marriage act was passed as part 
of the government's campaign to 
wipe out VD in the province 

Coupled with its health program 
the government created a new de- 
partment of public welfare. This 
has meant a new deal for people 
in the old folks’ home and the 
juveniles in the boys ndustrial 
home, The old folks home for ex- 
ample, was formerly administered 
by the department of public works 
The industrial home came under 
four departments

The government will make grants 
to small hospitals and nursing 
homes which previously received 
no assistance. Grants as high as $2 
per person will be made to com- 
munities where the people cannot 
afford to pay for the increased 
health services themselves. Where 
municipal doctors are employed, 
the government insists on a mini- 
mum salary of $5,000 a year, annual 
holidays and three weeks’ leave of 
absence every other year for post- 
graduate work 

It is only through increased 
salaries and better working condi- 
tions, Premier Douglas explains, 
that Saskatchewan can hope to at- 
tract the doctors it needs for its 
health program. “We need at least 
4M more physicians and surgeons,” 
he said, “300 more dentists and at 
least 600 more trained nurses, The 
shortage of this trained personnel 
is one reason for the delay in im- 
plementing our full health pros 
gram.’ 
TO TRAIN OWN DOCTORS 

Not satisfied with attracting doc- 
tors from other provinces, the 
government has made a grant of 
$100,000 to the University of 
Saskatchewan towards the estab- 
lishment of a complete medical 
school. At present the university s 
school of medicine offers only pre- 
clinical classes, Students must go to 
universities in other provinces to 
complete their training. Only about 
one-quarter of the Saskatchewan 
medical students who go outside 
the province to study ever return to 
practise here 

To add still further emphasis to 
preventive medicine, the govern- 
ment has widened the services of 
the department of health. A separ- 
ate division of venereal disease 
control and new divisions of health 
education, nutrition and physical 
fitness and recreation have been 
established 

Widespread interest has resulted 
from the formation of the Sask- 
atchewan Recreational! movement 
by the division of physical fitness 
and recreation. Financed jointly by 
the dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments, SRM units are springing 
up all over the province to organ- 
ize communities into groups of 
people interested in arts, handi- 
crafts, athletics and social citizen- 
ship
